CAMELLIA SASANQUA. 


This evergreen fall-flowering shrub adds distinction to any gar- 
den.

ARDISIA CRENULATA. Shining green foliage and. pro- 
fusion of bright red berries that hang on for months and 
months! Prefer shaded location and rich soil. Easy to grow. 


BRAZILIAN PEPPER (Schinus terebinthifolius) Another 
attractive berried plant that is ideal for your garden. May 
‘be used as a shrub, a small tree, or espaliered along a wall. 
Small berries in abundance along stems. Good dark green 
foliage.

Q. May Camellia plants be moved while in bud and bloom without 
loss? 


A. During the cool weather, it is possible to move root pruned 
Camellia plants with no loss of flower buds. Most nurseries grow 
Camellias either in containers or root-pruned in the field which enables 


them to be moved from November until April Ist.

Q. My Azalea foliage is quite yellow, altho I have fertilized them 
twice this past spring and summer. There seems to be no redspider, 


either, and I am at a loss to know what to do next. Can you help me? 


A. Azaleas prefer an acid soil and our Florida soil and water are on 
the alkaline side. Even tho you planted your Azaleas with peat and 
use special A & C fertilizer, it is possible that since the peat has 
broken down that the soil is entirely too alkaline. We suggest that 
If the 


pH is high, then you will need to take up the Azaleas, add peat and

replant them. Once the pH is down they will again begin picking 
up the plant food that is now tied up by chemical reactions.

Q. What would you recommend for family citrus planting to pro- 
vide fruit all year? 


A. The average family would have sufficient fruit if they would 
plant two each of Parson Brown, Pineapple, Valencia, and Summer 
Orange; also Ruby Red Grapefruit, and Marsh Seedless Grapefruit; 
Lakeland Lime and Meyer Lemon (both of which are practically 
everbearing). 
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Q. Can peaches be produced in Florida? 


A. The most practical peach for Florida climate and soil conditions 
is Jewel peach when grafted upon the wild plum root-stock. Altho 
this is a cream-fleshed peach, it is medium size and very tasty. It is 
a free-stone variety.

Q. Do you recommend banking Hibiscus in cold weather? 


A. If your Hibiscus are grafted varieties, then it would be wise to 
bank them to a point above the graft during extremely cold weather.
